that the sacredness of a prfvata cor- 
respondence should thus be violated, 
I cannot withdraw anything In the let- 
ter." ' 


The'Presldont's Denial. 


Plttsfturg, April 3.—The Washington 


correspondent of the Gazette Times 
wirea his paper this morning as fol- 
lows: 


"Washington, April S.—The .presi- 


dent's denial Is (n the form of two let- 
ters written by him lust October to 
James 'S. Sherman of Xew York, chair- 
man of .the Republican congressional 
campaign commlttae. At thnt time tho 
report 'was abroad that Harrlrr.nn hod 
been making allegations similar to 
those contained In his letter published 
in a Ne-w York newspaper. 


"Mr. Sherman came to Washington 


and tilkod it over with the president. 
When he left President Roosevelt sat 
clown and wrote him a loiter covering 
the ground completely. These commu- 
nications "wera followed a few days 
later by another shorter letter not 
made public and when the Harrlman 
letter -was sprung, tho president had 
only to submit copies of ills letter tn 
Sherman in refutation ot Harrlman's 
statements. 


Harriman's Good Faith Doubted. 
"It appear* from tho article accom- 


panying the Harrlman letlor in Its 
original publication that Mr. Harri- 
man was very much annoyed -when he 
learned that it was to be published 
and that he used every effort in his 
power to suppress It. But tho average 
reader, ^who has followed closoly the 
events of the past few months, who 
recalls the Interstate commerce com- 
mission's investigation of the Harrl- 
man dctalB and who reflects upon the 
stubbornness -with wnlch thr-se rail- 
roads have resisted tho administra- 
tion policy of governmental control, 
will harbor some doubts as to Mr. 
Harrltuan's dosiro to suppress the let- 
ter to Webster. In fact, there will be 
general suspicion that by gome con- 
nivance the copy of the letter was per- 
mitted to fret into the hand of the 
newspaper that published it. and that 
with the purpose of casting reflections 
upon the motives of the president. 


Must Produce the Proof. 


"But whatever the motive that ted to 


tho publication of the Harrlmnn letter 
it remains for tho railroad magnate to 
furnish the proofs of his statements. 
President Roosevelt has made such a 
circumstantial denial of the allega- 
tions that nothing will convluce tho 
public of their truth but the most pos- 
itive evidence. It is reported that Mr. 
-Harrlman has canceled checks which 
he will submit in evidonco now that 
the issue of voracity Is raised between 
him and the President. 
How-over, It 


will bo noticed that T'ronldont Roose- 
velt does not deny that Harriruan con- 
tributed to the campaign fund. 
Mo 


says nothing whatever on that poiat. 
What he does deny most emphatic- 
ally Is that ho requested Harrlman to 
act as solicitor to raise funds Car tho 
national committee."

The proposition to abolish the Legis- 


lative Record Is a joke, but It serves 
to call attention to the further Incon- 
gruity of tho Legislature in the matter 
of promulgating the laws they pass at 
every session. 


No provision whatever is made Cor 


the publication of the laws for general 
Information, and the courts win not ac- 
cept ignorance us an excuse. The Leg- 
' isiative Record serves merely to in- 
fortn the members of the two legisla- 
tive bodies concerning the proceedings 
of which they are presumably cognt- 
»ant. 
Tho legislators are jealous in 


defending their right to public informa- 
tion, but wholly neglectful of the simi- 
lar right of tho people. 
They have 


the cart before tho horse. 
' 'The Legislative Record might be 
made to serve a good purpose by put- 
ting out, a special edition, containing 
the session laws as finally passed and 
approved by the Governor, nnd sending 
tt copy of it to every citizen of the 
Commonwealth. 


The bill requiring the publication 


of th« session laws in the newflpnpers 
as they are enacted is not "fat" or 
"pap" or "graft." for tho newspapers. 
The compensation fixed for the worlc 
is purely nominal and. Practically prof- 
itless. It is a matter'of principle and 
public spirit with the country newspa- 
pers. Most of the city papers, being 
sadly lacking in these virtues, are op- 
posed to the measure for the reason 
that their space is more valuable than 
the rates flxod In the bill. 


The bill, it must be admitted, might 


be made more equitable1 by basins tho 
compensation on a fixed rate per thou- 
sand circulation with a graduated ad- 
vance.
